to do . 
W h en h e clo ses h is ey es and 
do es no th ing, h e is simply carry ing o u t 
h is part o f a campaign agreem ent, ac­ 
co rding to th e brewers.

That the co nditio n 
o f 
the 
city 
park is a blight o n the fair name o f 
Rushv ille, there is no do ubt. 
That it 
co uld be impro v ed at a small e x ­ 
pense and be made an ideal place 
fo r pleasure seekers, there 
is 
no 
do ubt. 
Mo re benches thro ugh the 
place, artistic driv es and walks ar­ 
ranged o v er the plo t o f gro und and 
flo wer beds placed here and there 
wo uld make the park o ne which any 
city o f twice the size 
o f 
Rushv ille 
co uld be pro ud. 
The Rush Co unty Chautauqua as ­ 
so ciatio n has taken so me steps in 
that directio n and has beautified the 
city pro perty to so me ex tent. 
They 
built rustic bridges o v er the stream 
which passes thro ugh the gro und and 
to a degree helped 
the 
mo v ement 
alo ne. 
But much remains to be do ne. 
A few flo wer beds arranged o v er 
the gro und wo uld make the place 
beautiful and the inv iting shade o f 
the large trees there wo uld make 
what has been a co w pasture and 
almo st wilderness an attractiv e re­ 
so rt. 
A few impro v ements at a small 
co st wo uld no do ubt help Rushv ille 
in that its residents co uld hav e a 
public place who re they co uld go fo r 
a co o l and quiet ho ur o n day s o f 
rest, and no t be co mpelled to res. rt 
to the sto ne curbing aro und the co urt 
ho use y ard. 


The lo catio n o f the city pro perty 
is almo st ideal. 
It is away fro m the 
business district and is large eno ugh 
to make a city park, perfect in ev ery 
detail. 
The space is large eno ugh, 
the scenery is beautiful, the trees 
are net to o numero us, a stream runs 
thro ugh the gro und so that rustic 
bridges may be co nstructed and a

A lux uriant gro wth 
o f grass is alway s to be fo und there 
during the summer mo nths. 
Ano ther feature might be co nsid­ 
ered. 
The pro perty is ly ing idle and 
is practically useless. 
No o ne de­ 
riv es any benefit fro m it with the e x ­ 
ceptio n o f a few peo ple who pasture 
their sto ck there and the Chautauqua 
asso ciatio n fo r the purpo se o f ho ld­ 
ing the annual assembly . 
In o ther 
wo rds, the gro und is o f no benefit to 
any o ne and is practically wasted. 
Betto r that it be dispo sed o f than 
that it sho uld lay *idle. 
Impro v ements upo n impro v ements 
hav e been mentio ned and there are 
scarcely any new o nes to be co nsid­ 
ered. 
Already a few electric lights 
are to be fo und there, but mo re might 
be installed so that the park co uld be 
well lighted at night. 
And with the 
building o f bridges and seats, flo wer 
beds, walks and driv es, the place 
co uld be made a v eritable summer 
reso rt.

the 
Carthage 
strawbo ard plant has turned the o ff- 
liaul fro m the plant into Big Blue 
and killed all o f the fi>li. 
The killing 
o f the fish is no t the o nly o bjeetio nal 
feature o f the practice. 
The o do r o f 
the material turned into the stream 
is nearly unbearable and besides is 
decidedly unhealthy . 
The residents 
o f Rush and Shelby co unties liv ing 
alo ng tiie stream are up in anus 
abo iit what they think is gro ss injus­ 
tice. 


The refuse fro m the plant was turn­ 
ed into the stream Saturday night 
and it is just no w getting in its dead­ 
ly wo rk. 
Ly ing o ut alo ng the bank 
and o n the surface o f the water are 
tho usands o f fish which met death 
fro m the < ffhanl. 
It acts as a deadly 
po iso n to the fish, killing them by the 
hundreds. 
The practice has been a 
co mo mn o ne fo r sev eral 
y ears 
and 
just as o ften as it is do ne, so o ften 
do tiie peo ple in the v icinity o f the 
riv er 
co mplain, 
generally 
witho ut 
no ticeable results. 
A tew y ears ago a test case was 
tried in which the co mpany finally 
wo n o ut. 
The case was decided in 
fav o r o f the plaintiffs, but the de­ 
risio n giv en in the circuit co urt was 
rev ersed by the supreme co urt, where 
it was taken o n an appeal by the 
co mpany . 
The carnage this y ear is 
greater than it has been fo r sev eral 
y ears past. 


Early Sunday mo rning residents o f 
Mo rristo wn and Freepo rt saw hun­ 
dreds o f dead fish flo ating do wn the 
stream. 
Mo re than 
two 
hundred 
fish ranging in size fro m three feet in 
length to the tiny minno w can be seen 
at the dam 
near 
Freepo rt. 
Many 
times this number hav e flo ated o n 
do wn the stream. 
Residents o f that 
place who liv e alo ng the banks o f the 
riv er say that the stench is almo st 
unbearable and o ne man ev en went 
so far as to say that if co nditio ns 
did no t impro v e that he wo uld hav e 
to mo v e o ut. 
At Mo risto wn sev eral perso ns hav e 
made co mplaints to the State bo ard 
o f health and to the state fish and 
gam e co mmisio ner. but as y et no th­ 
ing had made its appearance in the 
way c f relief. 
It is no do ubt injus­ 
tice to the farmers and tax pay ers o f 
the two co unties.
